The plan is normally reviewed 
and updated each year in July, but 
discussions in several staff meetings 
held immediately following the 
recent events in Colorado, and other 
places, spotlighted’ some needed 
amendments and school administra- 
tors opted to review and submit 
minor revisions on the plan early. 

The superintendent reminded 
board members that the Elba plan 
already meets or exceeds all state 
department standards and has been 
used by several administrators as a 
model for creating a workable plan 
in other Alabama school systems. 

A Crisis Planning Team is in place 
for each Elba school. It includes var- 
ious staff members, law enforce- 
ment and court officials, emergency 
personnel, a school board member, 
school counselor, one student, one 
parent and community leaders. They 
hold scheduled meetings and are 
available for special planning meet- 
ings if needed. 

The Elba Emergency/Safety plan 
details the proper reaction to many 
emergencies, including auto or bus 
accidents, fire and severe weather, 
handling individuals with health 
emergencies (on and off campus), 
missing persons, unauthorized per-

The Elba campus 
graded positive on all SI check

Any student moving in the halls, 
corridors, gym, etc. between classes 
must have a hall pass. This policy is 
enforced by the entire staff, accord- 
ing to the superintendent. All vist- 
tors must clear through the school 
office, both when they arrive and 
when they leave. 

A “no tolerance” policy on drug 
possession and use is_ strictly 
enforced. Violation of this policy ts 
grounds for immediate suspension 
from school, followed by board 
hearing for expulsion. A “no fight” 
policy is actively enforced and a 
“Gun Free Schools” policy will lead 
to expulsion immediately for any 
student found with a gun on campus. 
The student handbook spells out a 
strict students and 
strictly prohibits wearing of any- 
thing which might be considered 
“gang related.” The written policy 
gives administrators wide discretion 
to deal with emerging gang dress, 
markings or other symbols. 

There are charged fire extinguish- 
ers throughout the building which 
are routinely checked by staff mem- 
bers. Panic bars on all outside doors 
are in full compliance with fire and 
safety codes. Fire drills are conduct- 
ed regularly in the buildings and the 
results reviewed.

The Coffee County Commission 
meeting in its regular bi-monthly 
day session wasted little time in zip- 
ping through a relatively short agen- 
da. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
led off the meeting with several rec- 
ommendations and requests that 
required action by the commission- 
ers.

Don’t Give Up! 


Galations 6:9 says, “And let us not grow weary while doing good, for in 
due season we shall reap if we do not lose heart.” 


The California coast was shrouded in fog that July 4th morning in 1952 
Twenty-one miles to the west on Catalina Island, a thirty-four year old 
woman waded into the water and began swimming toward California, 
determined to be the first woman to do so. Her name was Florence 
Chadwick and she had already been the first woman to swim the English 
Channel in both directions. 

The water was numbing cold that July morning and the fog was so thick 
she could hardly see the boats in her own party. Millions were watching on 
national television, Several times, sharks which had gotten too close had to 
be driven away with rifles to protect the lone figure in the water. As the 
hours ticked off, she swam on. Fatigue had never been her big problem 
before in these swims — it was the bone-chilling cold of the water. 

More than fifteen hours later, numbed with cold, she asked to be taken 
out. She couldn’t go on. Her mother and her trainer alongside in a boat told 
her they were near land. They urged her not to quit. When she looked 
toward the California coast, however, all she could see was the fog. 

A few minutes later, at fifteen hours and forty-five minutes, she was taken 
out of the water. It was not until hours later, when her body began to thaw, 
that she felt the shock of failure. To a reporter she blurted out, “Look, I’m 
not excusing myself. But if I could have seen land, I might have made it.” 

She had been pulled out only a half mile from the California coast! Later 
she was to reflect that she had been licked by fatigue...and the fog because 
it had obscured her goal. It blinded her reason, her eyes, and her heart. It 
was the only time that Florence Chadwick ever quit. 

Two months later, she swam that same channel, and again fog obscured 
her view. This time, however, she swam with her faith intact. She knew 
that somewhere behind that fog was land. Not only was she the first woman 
to swim the Catalina Channel, but she beat the men’s record by some two 
hours! 

In our lives we face circumstances and crisis that obscure our path. Jesus 
said, “I am the way...(John 14:6). If we will walk with the Lord, by faith, 
and not quit, one day the fog of our devastation, disillusionment, disap- 
pointment, discouragement and despair will lift to reveal the finish line. 
Don’t let the “clouds of difficult days” convince you to give up. Walk with 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Today is too early to quit!

Add second amount of 
sugar, 2 table spoons at a time, 
beating on high speed until 
meringue holds sulf peaks.

Tessellations

Do you like art? Are you a 
Picasso lover? Well the Zion 
Chapel High School mathematics 
teachers undertook a form of art 
and math to teach their students.

*** The Alabama High School Athletic Association released its bulletin 
for March-April last week, and while looking through the bulletin I noticed 
that while only three proposals were approved at the recent legislative 
meeting, a total of 11 proposals were approved by the member schools. It 
is the legislative council, and not the schools, that make the changes in the 
association guidelines. However, it now seems that the member schools are 
becoming more vocal, and feel there are many changes that should be 
addressed. A few of the proposals that were approved by the schools, but 
failed to get the final “OK” from the council included - Teams be allowed 
to play a four quarter jamboree in the fall, just as is permitted in the spring: 
Leaving the first and last weeks of football schedule open to allow sched 
uling rivalries, instead of region games; To limit junior high and junior var 
sity basketball games that precede girls or boys varsity games to six minute 
quarters; To allow fast-pitch softball teams to have twenty playing dates 
instead of twenty games; To allow seventh and eighth graders at a junior 
high or middle school that feeds only one high school to participate in 
junior varsity or varsity athletics at that high school; To move the starting 
dates back one week following the reclassification period in football, cross 
country, volleyball and swimming; That all private schools be exempt from 
playing for the public school state championships on the basis that those 
private schools have open enrollment policies and charge a tuition fee to 
attend their schools; That a playoff system be adopted statewide that would 
separate private and public schools; and, That legislation be passed by a 60 
percent majority of Legislative Council and the representatives of each 
school district should be mandated to vote in the same proportion and their 
school districts. One change that was approved by the Council, which 
received no publicity, was that no major changes in the staring dates of 
sports would be approved without first approval by a vote of the schools

County BOE Okays building plans 


by Marvin MelLwain, Editor 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education’s monthly meeting last 
Ihursday focused on the construe 
tion of 12 new classrooms. Six of 
the classrooms will be built on the 
New Brockton Elementary School 
campus with the remaining six on 
the Zion Chapel campus 

Bill Wallace, an architect with the 
firm of Goodwyn, Mills and 
Cawood Ine. of Montgomery, went 
over the preliminary plans for the 
new facilities with board members 
and gave them an estimated cost of 
construction of $903,000 — or 
between $75,000 and $76,000. per 
classroom. 

Wallace showed board members 
drawings which depicted the loca 
tion of the new structure in relation 
ship to the existing buildings 
already on campus. At each of the 
locations, the six classrooms will be 
housed in one building which will 
contain its own restroom facilities. 

Each of the buildings will be 
joined to existing structures by a 
covered canopy. Also, the outside 
architectural design will be such 
that the new buildings will blend in 
with other buildings on the campus 
as much as practical. It was noted, 
with the whole-hearted approval of 
board members, that both buildings 
will have sloping roofs - not flat 
ones! 

The architect said all the survey 
work had been completed which 
included the locating of existing 
field lines to the septic tanks. He 
told board members that soil testing 


Was now in progress to determine 
the foundation design of each struc 
ture 

Wallace stated that all schedules 
for the building program are being 
met, and he anticipates sending 
plans to contractors by mid-July for 
bidding purposes. He expects the 
construction of the two buildings 
(12 classrooms) to be completed 
within eight months after it begins. 

After fielding several questions 
from board members, Wallace left 
several sets of plans for them to 
review should they have any further 
questions and/or recommendations. 

Turning to others matters on the 
meeting agenda, the board heard 
requests from Rachel Bryan, repre- 


senting Zion Chapel’s FBLA 
(Future Business Leaders of 
America) Chapter and Marsha 
Martin, representing New 


Brockton’s FBLA Chapter. 

They both asked for financial 
assistance from the board in funding 
ZC’s Parliamentary Procedure 
Team and NB’s Paul McMonagle 
(state winner in Computer 
Concepts) attendance to the FBLA 
National Conference in Chicago, IL 
from June 28 to July 3. They will be 
in national competition while there. 

The board approved $500 ($1,000 
total) to go toward the expense of 
the trip. Bach of the school’s FBLA 
Sub will raise the sou ies of 


At the ASSN IAENEHIOR, of 
Superintendent Rodger Bowden, 
the board approved the county 
school system’s Emergency 
Management Plan which was pre- 
sented to them at the last board 


meeting for review 

“We've already had an occasion 
to use this | Emergency 
Management Plan], said Bowden. 
“We didn’t have it approved by you, 
but we did utilize it when we had 
our incident at two of our schools 
last week. We think it was very ben- 
eficial in the way things were han- 
dled.” 

Bowden was referring to the 
bomb threat received at both New 
Brockton and Zion Chapel high 
schools on Monday, May 3. Both 
facilities were evacuated at that 
time, and procedures set forth in the 
plan were used as guidelines at that 
time. 

The board approved the plan, and 
it will be submitted to the state (as 
required) for approval also; 

At the recommendation of the 
superintendent, the board approved 
summer school for those students in 
the county system who have fallen 
behind in their studies and are con- 
sidered to be at risk in dropping out 
of school, This will be offered at no 
cost to county students; however, 
others students from other school 
systems will be allowed to attend 
the summer classes for a nominal 
fee providing there is room for them 
to do so. 

Prior to adjourning, the board 
approved, and/or accepted, several 
resignations and voluntary trans- 
fers, Out-of-state trayel was also 
granted to the fourth grade at New 
Brockton Elementary School. They 
will be going to the caverns in 
Marianna, Fla.

Senn said that it was 
discovered that several checks had 
been written on the company’s busi- 
ness account, and company funds 
were received from these checks 
from SouthTrust Banks in Elba and 
Enterprise, The Peoples Banks in 
Elba and New Brockton, and a 
mobile home company in Dothan. 

Inv. Senn stated that twenty-three 
checks totaling $14,297.48 were 
processed at SouthTrust Bank in 
Elba and eight checks totaling 
$4,550.00 were processed by The 
Peoples Bank in Elba, This made a 
total of $18,847.48 which were ile- 
gally acquired in the jurisdiction of 
the Elba Division of Coffee County, 

The appropriate authorities have 
been contacted in connection with 
the other forged instruments that 
were processed in New Brockton, 
Enterprise and Dothan 

At this time, Mrs. Hutchison 
remains in custody in the Coffee 
County Jail where she was taken
